He say s h e was invited, as were a 
number of oth er guests outside th e 
list of editors, but —h ere’s wh ere th e 
moot-point is— h e was not invited to 
speak. 
Oth ers, wh o ware invited to 
speak, spoke, h owever. 
Th e lieutenant governor said today 
th at lie never th ough t of it exactly in 
th e ligh t th at h e h ad been ignored al­ 
th ough th e action of th e toastmaster 
in not calling on h im to talk migh t be 
considered in th at way . 
lie admitted 
th at Samuel Ralston of Lebanon, wh o 
is one of th e candidates for th e Dem­ 
ocratic 
nomination 
for 
governor, 
spoke, as did a representative of 
Joh n \ \ . 1 W line of Evansville, Rals­ 
ton's avowed opponent. 
Mr. ITall h as said t h at h e would ac­ 
cept th e nomination at th e h ands of 
th e Democratic party in Indiana if 
h e could get it. but h e will not make 
any great bustle for it because h e be­ 
lieves it beneath th e dignity of any 
man wh o is capable of h olding down 
th e h igh est elective position in th e 
State. . 
"I h ave not felt any umbrage,” said 
th e lieutenant governor today , “about 
th e incident. 
T suppose <omc of mv 
friends up th ere (meaning Indiana­ 
polis) are responsible for th e story 
in th e Indianapolis News last nigh t. 
Some of th em came to me after th e 
banquet and asked me wh y I didn’t 
speak and suggested th en th at T h ad 
been sligh ted. 
Rut I told th em 1 h ad 
not been invited to speak. 
“Wh en th e toastmaster read off th e 
list of speakers, th ere were only two. 
Governor Manfh all and Ch arles A. 
Greath ouse, superintendent of public 
instruction. 
Th ey both 
h ad long 
prepared speech es and I felt wh en 
th ey finish ed it was time to adjourn 
th en. 
But th ey didn’t. 
Th ey called 
on a few oth er fellows to talk. Tag­ 
gart. I believe, and Yeneman, and 
Ralston. 
Yeneman was supposed to 
represent Boeh ne but lie was pretty 
sh rewd about it. 
TTe said h e came 


with no statement from th e congress­ 
man. 
It was midnigh t th en and h igh 
time to put an end to th e meeting.” 
Bernard Korbly , Democratic State 
ch airman, spoke also. Th e two avow­ 
ed candidates 
£ 6r th e 
nomination 
eith er spoke or th eir representatives 
were asked to talk in 
th eir 
stead. 
Lieutenant Governor Ilall is a candi­ 
date for th e same place and was at 
th e speakers’ table at th e request of 
th e management of th e banquet, y et 
h e was not asked to speak. 
But Mr. 
Hall does not 
smart under 
wh at 
seems to be a distinct rebuke, and h e 
doesn’t feel like any one else sh ould. 
It is rumored in State Democratic 
circles th at th e action of th e lieuten­ 
ant governor in jumping into th e race 
for governorsh ip h urt 
h is political 
standing materially in th e opinion of 
th e big boss, namely Tom Taggart. It 
is understood th at th e nomination, 
with out any opposition, as lieutenant 
governor, would h ave been h anded to 
Mr. Hall, all done up in ribbon, if h e 
h ad not taken th e step th at h e h as. 
Mr. Hall h as oth er ideas about th is 
h owever, and 
believes h e 
h as a 
ch ance in th e race for th e guberna­ 
torial nomination. ITe say s th at be is 
assured th e solid support of every 
county in th e Sixth 
district in th e 
convention.

Th e Burke Construction Company 
of New. Castle got both bridge con­ 
tracts at th e joint 
meeting of

making th e total $4,700. 
Th e two boards convened about 
two o’clock and by th ree all of th e 
business h ad been transacted and th e 
visiting board left for Greenfield. Th e 
contracts were for building th e Levi 
Gurley and th e Jabin D. Wh ite bridges 
on th e Rush -Hancock county 
line. 
Th e contractor agrees to complete 
th e two bridges by June 1.

appropriation for 
th e two 
bridges was $3,300, <>r $800 
more 
th an th e contract price. 
Th is is due 
to th e fact th at it was expected to 
make th e bridges double arch and it 
was later 
decides to 
make th em 
single arch . 
Late th is afternoon th e commis­ 
sioners let th e contract for a new 
case, in th e county treasurer's office 
to th e Art Metal Construction Com­ 
pany of Ch icago for $224.73. 
Th ere 
was only one oth er bidder. 
It was 
necessary to purch ase th is new case 
for tax duplicates as th e new forms 
prepared by th e State Board of Ac­ 
counts are larger th an th e old ones. 
Th e county commissioners were in 
session th is morning and granted a 
continuance on four road petitions as 
follows:

more, if th e county commissioners 
adh ere to th eir present view as re­ 


g a r d s th e act. Rush county will do 
noth ing toward putting it into opera­ 
tion. 
Th e ciommissioners are really non­ 
committal in regard to th e law. Th ey 
h oot at th e idea of th e county audi­ 
tin' acting in th e capacity prescribed 
by th e new law, just as if h e does not 
h ave enough duties at present. 
Th e 
commissioners h ave never discussed 
th e appointment of 
such an official 
and are not likely to. 
Th e law is so worded as to leave it 
optional with a county as to wh eth er 
or not a sealer of weigh ts and meas­ 
ures sh all be appointed. 
Th e county 
commissioners decide th e question. 
Th e Rush county commissioners h ave 
made no formal entiy to th at effect. 
Th ey feel it would be a needless ex­ 
pense. 
Th ere is no demand for it 
from th e county as a wh ole. 
It so h appens th at th e county can 
h ave a sealer of weigh ts and meas­ 
ures. if it wants one, with out resort­ 
ing to th e act of 1011. 
Th ere is on 
th e statute books and still in force— 


th ough it h as alway s been a dead let­ 


ter in Rush county —a law wh ich was 


enacted in 1832, wh ich requires th e 


board of county commissioners 
to 


procure a set of weigh ts and meas­ 
ures and a seal for tbe same 
and 


leave th em with th e county auditor, 
wh o, upon demand, is required to 
make inspection of weigh ts and meas­ 
ures and, if be finds th em correct, 
seal th em. 
Th e attention of th e Rush county 
commissioners h as been directed to 
th is old act by H. E. Barnard, State 
commissioner of weigh ts and meas­ 
ures. He advises th e creation of tbe 
office of sealer of weigh ts and meas­ 
ures in each county , but points out 
th at th e law of 1832 can be used if 
ith e commissioners |so desire.

say s th e act 
of 1852 if 
enforced, 
would 'result in a h eavy demand upon 
th e time' of th e county auditor and 
th at for 'th is reason it is better to 
h ave th e work in th e h ands of an of­ 
ficer especially appointed and equipp­ 
ed for it.

Paper bag cooking is a liberal edu­ 
cation in other thing s beside economy 
and flav or. It teaches y ou to beware, 
also to take care. 
The being ware 
applies particularly to the bag s them­ 
selv es—their care and keeping , no 
less their use. 
If the paper bag habit is firmly es­ 
tablished do not keep the bag s ly ing 
about loose, nor huddled in drawers, 
nor, worst of all, rolled up or crum­ 
pled. 
A larg e part of their v alue is 
risked by such crumpling . Let them 
lie flat where it is dry , cool and airy . 
Of course, protect them from dust. 
To this send g et a lig ht wooden 
box , nail shelv es inside it, say two or 
three inches apart, and hing e on a 
door, or hang a washable curtain 
ov er the front of it. 
Lay the bag s 
upon the shelv es, each size separate. 
It may be well to mark the bag -sizes 
on the shelv es holding them. 
Lard, bu tter or drippings for greas­ 
ing the bags shou ld be kept in small 
wide-mou thed glass jars, with close­ 
fitting glass tops. 
Rou lade of Veal.—Get half a breast 
of veal, bone it carefu lly, lay it on a 
board, skin side down, season with 
salt and pepper, and spread thickly 
over it sau sage stu ffing. 
To make 
the stu ffing take half pork sau sage 
meat 
and 
half 
well 
dried 
bread 
cru mbs and moisten with a beaten 
egg and enou gh milk to make it stick 
together, bu t not to make it wet. Roll 
u p carefu lly and tie with clean string, 
taking care especially to keep 
the 
ends close. Ru b over with bu tter or 
dripping and pu t in a well bu ttered 
bag, laying arou nd it slices of carrot, 
tu rnip au d onion. 
Cook for five min­ 
u tes in a very hot oven, ttyen slack 
heat half, and cook for forty-five 
minu tes more. 
Sau te of Chic k e n with Mus hrooms . 
—Cu t a you ng tender chicken into 
joints, trim off all projecting bones, 
season with salt and pepper—not too 
highly—and bru sh over with melted 
bu tter. 
Pu t into a well-bu ttered bag 
with eight large or twelve small mu sh­ 
rooms, cu t in slices. 
Add a pinch 
of herbs, a very small onion, and half 
a gill cf good white stock. 
Seal bag 
tight, give ten minu tes in a very hot 
oven, then thirty in moderate heat. 
Take u p on a hot dish and keep hot 
while you make the gravy. Take for 
the gravy the hot liqu or from the bag, 
pu t it in a bowl with the yolk of an 
egg beaten u p in half a gill of cream. 
Stir hard over hot water, bu t do not 
let boil. 
When thorou ghly blended, 
pou r over the chicken, garnish with 
chopped parsley, a few mu shroom 
heads and half moons of crisp pu ff 
paste. 
Serve as hot as possible. 
Lu ncheon Savories.—Spread small 
thin rou nd water crackers with an­ 
chovy paste mixed half and half with 
bu tter, lay u pon the paste a thin slice 
of ripe tomato, over that a sprinkle 
of grated cheese, then a slice of ban­ 
ana, more grated cheese, and on top 
a slice of pickled walnu t. 
Season aa 
you pile with a su spicion of salt and 
paprika, and pou r a little melted bu t­ 
ter over all. 
Cook in a bu ttered bag 
ten minu tes in a fairly hot oven.

Seal bag, and cook for thir­ 
ty-five minu tes. 
Stand broiler on 
a 
plate, prick the bag, let the water 
drain ou t, then dish u p, and add a 
lu mp of bu tter, du st with black pep­ 
per and serve. 
Peach Re ll.—Make a good cru st, 
as for shortcake, bu t rather softer, 
divide, and roll each half into a long 
slip. Sift su gar u pon the bread-board 
rather scantily. 
Lay the rolled cru st 
u pon it, then sift su gar over the u p­ 
per side of it. 
Cover the su gar with 
ripe, ju icy peaches sliced very thin. 
Sprinkle on more su gar, dot here and 
there with bits of bu tter, and roll u p, 
pinching the ends tight. Slip the rolls 
inside a greased bag—the nearer they 
fill it the better. 
Lay on the u pper 
shelf of the stove, and cook thirty 
minu tes.

In all seriousness repeated his charge 
that the stenographic notes submitted 
in evidence by Detectitve Burns’s dic­ 
tagraph operator, J. E. Sheridan, were 
fabricated« interest in the Lorimer 
investigation became intense. 
Blu­ 
menberg 
furnished 
the 
committee 
with the names of. eleven official re­ 
porters employ ed at the capitol and 
asked that they be called as expert 
witnesses to corroborate his charges. 
Mr. Blumenberg appeared before the 
committee to answer the charge of 
contem pt made against him because 
of his conduct in the presence of the 
committee Saturday night. 
The com­ 
m ittee held an executive session and 
then announced that by unanimous 
vote they had dispensed with the serv­ 
ices of Blumenberg as official reporter 
and had subpenaed him as a witness. 
J. E. Sheridan, the Burns stenogra­ 
pher, whose testim ony had led to the 
sensational scene in the committee, 
explained the method by which he 
took notes. 
He said the notes were 
accurate, produced the dictagraph be­ 
fore the committee and explained its 
working, and in answer to a question 
from Mr. Dillingham, signified his will­ 
ingness to submit to any test that the 
committee might prescribe to deter­ 
mine the accuracy of his machine and 
of his capacity to hear and record a 
conversation under the circumstances 
which had surrounded his report made 
at Toronto of the alleged conversation 
between A. C. Bailey , Harry K err and 
Charles McGowan, a Lorimer witness, 
is alleged to have made damaging ad­ 
missions. 
There w as a flurry in the committee 
after Sheridan left the witness chair. 
The attorney s for 
Lorimer insisted 
that Blumenberg he called as a wit­ 
ness at once, before the Lorimer wit­ 
ness took the stand. 
Senator Kern and Senator Lea took 
turns questioning Blumenberg. It wTas 
m anifest th at both senators resented 
the action of the official reporter of 
the committee. They tried to get him 
to admit that he had acted for the 
Lorimer side in his efforts to impeach 
the accuracy of Sheridan’s report, but 
the witness insisted he had acted on 
his own volition. 
He said he had be­ 
come interested in Sheridan’s account 
of the working of the dictagraph mere­ 
ly as a stenographer and from the 
standpoint of a shorthand expert.

testified that he had thought it was 
mechanically perfect for such work 
and did not require the assistance of 
any human agency . 
Prompted by his 
interest in the machine, he had inter­ 
viewed Sheridan for about five min­ 
utes and had decided that Sheridan 
was an “am ateur,” and after study ­ 
ing the notes as they appeared in 
Sheridan’s notebook produced in evi­ 
dence. he had reached the conclusion 
they were “manufactured.” x,

“No,” was the reply . 
W. J. Burns, head of the Burns de­ 
tective agency , does not intend to rest 
under the imputation that his agency 
has been engaged in a “frameup.” He 
not only has absolute confidence in 
Detective Bailey , who “roped” Charles 
McGowan, the Canadian, who admitted 
to Bailey that he had perjured him­
